1 so d Elijah llarvey gave to his 
daughter, Mrs. Bo tts, upo n her marriage, 
o r so o n thereafter, 
a negro girl, who m 
Mrs. 
Bo tts retained 
fo r a number o f 
years afterward The slave dually became 
ungo vernable, and she 
was put up fo r 
sale. 
D i d n ’t F u l f i l l H i s C o n t r ac t . 
Harvey o ffered to take back the girl, 
and either give his daughter cho ice o f two 
o ther slaves, o r at o r befo re his death pay 
$600 fo r her. The slave was returned upo n 
these terms. 
Harvey died in 1887 witho ut 
having fulfilled the co ntract, either by 
giving her ano ther slave o r paying the 
¥ 600. 
The case was taken to the co urts, 
and she was given judgment. 
The cjurt 
o f appeals sustained the judgm ent o f the 
lo wer co urt.
